GERMAN CATHOLIC PATRIOTISM. 

A Stirring D<-r«n>,e by l>r. Mrlitner Bt the 
Npwnrk CongretD. 

NXWAKX, N. f.. Sept 80.— At the 
Oatholio congreM Wednesday iHght the 
Rev. W. F. Inunekins, of Pittsburg, 
spoke on *^Oat Youth, the Hope of the 
Future," the Rev. Mr. Ileimen. of 
Mauch Chiuik. Pa., on "The .School 
Ouestion," anil Rev. Dr. H. .MeiHsner, of 
Peru, Ind., on •'Patriotism." The latter 
said that Germany wa-i the land of his 
birth. He left it a.s millions of others 
had done. They had .sworn off all alle- 
giance to foreign potentates. Thia liad 
been recoi^nized, but now suddenly there 
appeared a new edition of Know-noth- 
ingism and the branding of ("atholics as 
perjurors. Tho speaker said thia was 
because he and his fellow countryineti 
were guilty of four crimes: First, that 
they came her« not from nc(,'e»sity, but 
from choice; setWid, V,'e<,"an->e they *e- 
(dared the glory of the I'liited .St.ato« in 
two languages— the English and the 
(iennan; third, b< CAuse they were guid- 
ed '^ly the pope. The speaker said that 
on his way to this country he took occa- 
sion to learn Komo Knglish, because it 
wa.-A the otVu ial language of the country. 
Wlien they arrivud here they re.idered 
theiiiselve.'i useful. 

As to the love of the Gorman-Aiae; i- 
can for Iuh lidopted country, the speaker 
said that no greater irroof could l)e aske<l 
than that they had laid down their lives 
for her. He pointetl to the names of 
]irr)iuinent (Teniian militarv otlicer* dur- 
ing the war for iiid^jiemlence and to 
(ierman officers ami tlieir tiiousaii'ls of 
followers during the late civil war as 
examples provinu liis \vi .rds. The s])eaki'r 
defended the teai hiiii: of (Jennati in the 
Catholi'- sch'Mils ns an ncconiiilishmenl, 
and said that it was neces.sary that the 
(lerman Catholic should Ite abb* to rea l i 
(Jerman that they niiglit beneticiailv ■ 
]H'ruse ( reiiiiiin ('afholic daily paprrs. I 
He said tli;it tlie (iermans did not w.irit \ 
an Aniericiii) church, but \\\\:\\ tiiey diil 
want was a > 'iitliolic, church m .America, 
enjox jiig efjiial rights with all otln r 
Americans. He said that the i>oih< did 
not claim, and no one cl'iimed for hiiii, 
any temporal power e.tcept in Rome. 
He said that liistory coiild not show 
where the (4erman Catholic has done 
anything ,;gain it the ^i»vernnieiit of the 
I'nifed States. He said that one and all 
love l the country, and the speaker jiaid 
a glowing tribute to the United States, 
the form of liberty and the lore tho 
country. 

LORD MAYOR KNILL. 

A Romae Cetholle Choxon Lnnden's Iliiiii- 
elpai Chief. 
LOKDON, Sept. 80.— The livery of tin 
city of London met Thursday in the 
(iuild hall to elect a sncceesor to Lord 
Mayor Evans. The (inild hall was 
crowded ami unusual interest was 
taken in the proceedings, owing to the 
fact that strenuous opposition iiad de- 
velojied aijainst Mr. Stuart Knill. alder- 
man for the Bridge- Within ward, who 
stood next within rotation for the lord 
mayoralty, because of hia religious 
faiui, he being alloman Catholic. Six 
candidates were proposed to the livery. 
When Mr. Knill's name was mentioned 
it was received with loud cheering. 
There was a scene in the chiimber when 
Councillor Moore protested against the 
selection of Mr. Knill because he wa.s a 
Cath'>lic. The protest was received 
with mingleil hissing and cheering. It 
liad little if any effect upon the livery- 
men and Mr. KniU was elected to the 
mayoralty for the ensuing year.

Portland, Me., Sept. 80.— Cabrille de 
Rosa who stabbed and killed his brother 
was yeatatdiar found gnilty of murder 
in the first degree. The |)risoner ^^as 
not affected in the least, having evi- 
dently expected the verdict.

PnTsnt iui, Sept. .io. A well founded 
rumor is in circulation in Homestead 
that the big plant of the Carnegie com- 
panj wiU shut down in all departments 
this week. The twenty-three inch armor- 
plate mill was indefinitely closed down 
yesterday mid the men paid off. 

It was al~o reported yestenlay evening 
that Amliew Carnegie had wiitten to 
several prominent men in Pittsburg, ex- 
jiressiiig a desire that the Homesteail 
strike lie settled as soon as possible. It 
is also heard from good atithority that 
Mr. Carnegie is on his way to this coun- 
try, ainl that even now bo may l)e in 
Tsew York cit)'. This ii>'\vs seems to 
be reliable, his coming liaving for its 
sole etii'M't the s^ttlingof' the mflkmltles 

with his Workmen. 

This la^t rumor ( ar.sed considerable 
talk in labor circles iiere. Tlie Home- 
ste.'iil work.-, are under the personal 
maiiageiiient of H. C. Frick. Mr. Frick 
said to a reporter of the United Press: 
"Well, if -Mr. Cariietri.' is i-oniiiig home, 
I have not heard of it, and if he was 
comnm, I think 1 woubl know some- 
thing about it. Von can say that tln/re 
is not a particle of truth in the story. 
We ari' sati^ti-d with the way that our 
Works are jumg run and also with the 
iiieii, (ui 1 I don't see why we should 
make any ettort to ed'ect ii settli'iiient 
looking toward attain eiin'i^ing our old 
men. Von can also say that there is no 
truth in the stor?' that our tweiity-three- 
itu li null has been clo.-eu >lo\vn and the 
men jiaid otf, or that we intend to iii- 
dehnitely suspend ojieration.s at our 
Homesteiid plant. Everytliin^' is goiu^ 
along very smoothly ami we are t^ati.s- 
fied with the situation." 

Four companies of the Sixteenth regi- 
ment, wlio l ;ive been in active service 
here for the jinst eiifhty days, returned 
to their hoi; 'a yesterday.

lups were shot while sitting in the door 
of their home and the older one is not 
expected to live. The shooting was 
done by Mrs. James Pike, an aunt of 
the children, and she was incited to 
commit the deed by an attack made on 
her husband . last Huuday, by Billups. 

There bos 1)een bad blood between the 
Pikes and Biilups for several years and 
numerous shootings have occurred.
